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U.N . Session 


Is Extremely 
Significant 
For Japan

The 12th United Nations 
General Assembly opening in 
New York Stept. 17 is of special 
Significance to this country. 


For one thing, it will be the 
first Assembly session Japan at- 
tends from the outset. Last 

‘year, the 11th General Assembly 

meeting was already well un- 
der way by the time this na- 
tion was admitted to full mem- 
bership. 


Second, Japan has announc- 
ed its candidacy for a nonper- 
manent seat on the Security 
Council. 

At the coming session to be 
held for about three months 
with the participation of all the 
81 member nations, Japan will 
be represented by a large dele- 
gation, headed by Foreign Min- 
ister Fujiyama himself. 


The nonpermanent Security 
Council seat, for which Japan 
is running, is to be vacated by 
the Philippines at the end of 
this year. 

Czechoslovakia, ‘however, is 
c'so contending for this post, 
— the Communist

Two other nonpermanent 
Seats, currently occupied by 
A istralia and Cuba, are also up 
for reelection at the coming As- 
sembly meeting. 


It is regarded as a certainty, 
however, that Australia will be 
succeeded by Canada, and Cuba 
by Panama or the Dominican 
Republic. 


About 60 items are listed on 
the agenda for the forthcoming 
General Assembly meeting. Of 
these, almost. all important 
item: have been carried over 
from the previous session. 


These include the question of 
amending the U.N. Charter to 
increase the Security Council 
seats, the Palestinian issue, in- 
cluding the Suez problem, the 
Hungarian situation (already 
under deliberation at a special 
session since Tuesday), Chinese 
representation, disarmament, 
Korean unification, _ Algerian, 
rebellion, the Kashmir dis- 
pute and the proposed establish- 
ment of the Special United Na- 
tions Fund for Economic Devel- 
opment, 


Each agenda item will be as- 
signed to the full Assembly ses- 
sion or one of the seven com- 
mittees. But those discussed by 
the committees will then be 
submitted to the full session. 

Main attention will be center- 
ed on the first committee, which 
will debate the questions of dis- 
armament, Algeria and Korean 
unification. 

Among those items to be di- 
rectly taken up by the full 81- 
member session are the propos- 
ed amendment of the U.N. Char- 
ter, Chinese representation and 


the Palestine and Hungarian 
issues. 
The second committee will 


tackle the problem of the Spe- 
cial United Nations Fund for 
Economic Development. 

The Ad Hoc Political Commit- 
tee will deal with proposals for 
new membership and the racial 
dispute in South Africa. 


The third committee will dis- 
cuss the international conven- 
tion on human rights, while the 
fourth committee will grapple 
with colonial .ssues. 

The question of U.N. budget 
for 1957 will be studied by the 
fifth committee. The sixth com- 
mittee will debate legal issues, 
such as the definition of aggres- 
sion. 

Of these issues, Japan is most 
concerned with the disarma- 
ment problem, especially in 
relation to the banning of nu- 
clear tests. 

The Government has already 
decided to introduce to the Gen- 
eral Assembly meeting a new 
proposal on nuclear test prohi- 
bition that is something lke a 
compromise between the stands 
of the East and the West. 

The Government _ strongly 
hopes that an agreement of 
some sort on the banning of 
production, experiment and use 
of nuclear weapons will be 
reached among the nations con- 
cerned while the General As- 
sembly is in session.

W. Germans 
Go to Polls; 
13 Parties Vie 


BONN  (Kyodo-UP) — West 
Germans went to the polls Sun- 
day for the first general elec- 
tion since they achieved com- 
plete sovereignty two years ago. 


The weather was wet and 
rainy, and most voters were ex- 
pected to delay casting their 
ballots until later in the day. | 


A total of 35,000,000 were 
eligible to vote, and election 
officials were hoping for a rec- 
ord turnout—perhaps exceed- 
ing the 1953 “land-slide” elec- 
tion when Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer won an_e absolute 
majority. 

Altogether 50,000 polling sta- 
tions were set up in the 247 
voting districts with each voter 
casting two votes. One is for 
the local candidate and the sec- 
ond for a political party under 
a system of proportional -ep- 
resentation. 

Thirteen parties are contest- 
ing the election but not all of 
these are likely to achieve rep- 
resentation in the new Bundes- 
tag (lower house), 


The main battle is between 
Adenauer’s Christian Democra- 
tic Party which has governed 
in Western Germany for the 
last eight years, and the oppo- 
sition Socialists. 


Even before the polls opened 
more than 2,000,000 ballots had 
been cast by absentee voters 
who voted by mail. 

Among the mail voters were 
Bundestag President Eugen 
Gerstenmaier and leading So- 
cialist Deputy Carlo Schmid. 


More than half the voters 


torate was 2,000,000 more than 
in 19553. Another new element 
was 85,000 members of the new 
East Germany Army, yoting for 
the first time. 


The tiny Saar territory, which 
Was returned to Germany last 
new vear was also voting for 
the first time with an estimat- 
ed 650,000 voters due to return 
deputies to the Bundestag. 

About 5,000,000 of the regis- 
tered voters have never voted 
before, most of them because 
they were too young for the 
1953 elections.

BUDAPEST (INS)—The Hungarian Communist Government 
indicated strongly Saturday that United Nations emissary Prince 
Wan of Thailand would not be allowed to visit Hungary. 

Laslio Gyaros, a Foreign Ministry spokesman said Premier 
Janor Kadar’s Government would not allow anyone to come to 


Hungary whose aim was to in- 
terfere with internal affairs. 


(The Kadar regime, as well 
as the Kremlin, has _ insisted 
that the U.N. has no compe- 
tence to investigate Russia’s 
repression of the Hungarian 
revolt or the continued station- 
ing of Red Army troops in 
Hungary.) 


Forced to Sign 
*VIENNA (Kyodo-Reuter)—Re- 
ports reaching Vienna Sunday 
said that Hungarian workers 
had repeatedly called various 
Western legations in Budapest 
by phone in the last few days 
to say that the alleged protests 
from workers against the report 
on Hungary of the five-nation 
committee of the United Nations 
had been signed under pressure. 


Workers had rung to say that 
their mates of the Ganz waggon 
works, the Hungarian § steel 
works, the Lang machine fac- 
tory and other large undertak- 
ings had asked them to inform 
the West that they only signed 
the protests under pressure. 


“We have still the greatest 
disgust and hatred for the pres- 
ent regime,” thev said. “Please 
convey this to the United Na- 
tions Assembly.” 


They reported also that the 
factories had been patrolled dur- 
ing the week by large numbers 
of armed militiamen to intimi- 
date the workers and prevent 
any demonstrations in favor of 
the United Nations action. 


To Moscow, Budapest 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(Kyodo-UP)—Prince Wan Wai- 
thavakon said Saturday night 
he will try to go,to Moscow 
and Budapest in his new role 
as special United Nations repre- 
sentative on Hungary. 


The General Assembly early

Dulles, due to attend the Gen- 
eral Assembly’s regular session 
which opens Tuesday, not only 
is to make a major U.S. policy 
speech Thursday but also to 
hear what the Russians have to 
Say and to consult with British 
Foreign Minister Selwyn Lloyd 
and other allied leaders, aides 
said. , 


In the debate, it is understood, 
Dulles hopes: 


1. To make clear to Soviet 
leaders and everybody else that 
the United States is not looking 
for trouble in the Middle East 
but will act powerfully if nec- 
essary to protect vital Western 
interests there—in oil, in com- 
munications and. in preventing 
new Soviet expansion. 

2. To salvage disarmament 
negotiations from the wreckage 
of the London arms talks. Rus- 
sia wants to include a number 
of countries other than itself, 
the U.S., Britain, France and 
Canada. The Western powers 
feel that initial negotiations 
should continue to be concentrat- 
ed in the hands of the five, offi- 
cials here said. 

3. To learn, if possible, Rus- 
sia’s purposes in developing in 
the last few months a more 
hostile propaganda toward the 
U.S. and its allies. 

The words of Gromyko, due 
to speak for the Soviet side, 
will be weighed as reflecting 
the policy decisions of Commu- 
nist Party boss Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev and whoever else in Mos- 
cow may be exercising a deci- 
sive voice in foreign relations. 

The debate between the two 
men—cast in the framework of 
a general debate by spokesmen 
of all United Nations members 
—comes at a particularly inter- 
esting time in relation to other 
international events and this 
may heighten its usefulness as 
an indicator of Soviet inten- 
tions.

Similarly, though the issue of 
Russia’s military intervention 
in Hungary is a matter of busi- 
ness for this regular session of 
the assembly, officials here say 
that substantial discussion of 
that issue has been concluded 
with the ending of the special 
session on Hungary Saturday, 


Hence the Soviets are no long- 
er under any compulsion to 
divert the world’s attention 
from the Hungarian issue by 
stirring up trouble and spot- 
lighting strife in the Middle 
East. 


Sukarno and Hatta 
To Back Freedom 


AKARTA (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
President Achmed Sukarno and 
former Vice President Dr. Mo- 
hammad Hatta Saturday night 
issued a joint statement pro- 
mising to uphold Indonesian in- 
dependence.

fense of the United States.” 

The delegates next week will 
receive a firsthand report on 
the proceedings of the man- 
slaughter trial of Army Special- 
ist 3.C. William S. Girard by a 
Japanese court.

The text of the directive, as 
disclosed by the State Depart- 
ment Saturday, showed that am- 
ple room was left for exceptions 
in the policy. One paragraph, 
not previously made public by 
ICA, said: 

“It is requested that, as ap- 
propriate, this policy be com- 
municated to the governments 
of countries in which we are 
financing development projects. 
If cooperating governments de- 
sire ICA financing of projects 
which would be exceptions to 
thi# policy, such requests should 
be referred to ICA Washington 
at an early stage.” 

State Department press offi- 
cer Joseph Reap told reporters 
after checking with superiors 
that the department had not 
been inforfhed in advance of 
the ICA briefing, nor of the in- 
terpretation that would be 
placed on the directive. 
Undersecretary of State Chris- 
tian Herter Jr. did approve the 
order, Reap said, but with the 
understanding it represented no 
significant change in foreign aid 
practices. 

Some authorities were critical 
of Hollister making the order 
public as he bowed out of the 
aid job. 

When Hollister became aid 
chief, he was regarded as an op- 
ponent of foreign aid. His 
aides in ICA said he tried to 
make the program work, al- 
though they said he never 
showed any great enthusiasm 
for it.

Nat’! Communism 
Criticized by Reds 


MOSCOW (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The Soviet Communist Party 
Central Committee declared 
Sunday that “national commu- 
nism” was aimed at “setting 
the socialist countries against 
one another and particularly 
against the Soviet Union.” 

The criticism of national 
communism was one of a num- 
ber of “theses” prepared by 
the committee and the Marxism- 
Leninism Institute to mark the 
40th anniversary of Russia's 
October Revolution which fill- 
ed four and a half pages of 
Pravda Sunday. 

They said the slogan of na- 
tional communism was put ‘or- 
ward by John Foster Dulles, 
U.S. Secretary of State to “split 
the commonwealth of socialist 
countries” so as to weaken the 
world socialist system and 
strengthen the world position of 
capitalism. 


Statistics included in the 
theses said that: 


The Soviet Communist Party 
now has 8,000,000 members; So- 
viet industrial production is 
three and a half times bigger 
than in 1940; overall Soviet pro- 
duction this year will be 33 
times as great as in 1913; the 
total sown area is half as big 
again as in 1913, and at the 
beginning of this year over 
1,500,000 tractors and millions 
of other farm machines were in 
use in Russia: socialist countries 
now occupy 26 per cent of the 
world’s surface, have 25 per 
cent of the world’s population 
and produce about a third of 
the world’s industrial output.

Figures Increasing 

The aged ple in Japan 
yesterday celebrated Old Folks 
Day. 

Various events were held to 
bring joy to the hearts of the 
people but a checkup by the 
Welfare Ministry has revealed 
that the old people are being 
neglecfed the rest of the year. 

The Welfare Ministry esti- 
mates the total of Japanese 
over 60 years old number 7,613,- 
000, or 8.4 per cent of the na- 
tional population. 


They have increased by more 
than a million during the past 
seven years. At this rate of in- 
crease, the figure will reach 
9,400,000 or 16 per cent of the 
population, by 1965. 


The welfare system for the 
aged is still in such a state that 
only 5,000 of the aged people are 
receiving civilian annuities. The 
total of those receiving small 
livelihood benefits is estimated 
at only around 450,000. 


In contrast, those dependent 
on public livelihood relief aids 
still number 238,400 while about 
500 old folk’s homes in Japan 
care for only 29,700 persons. 

About 120,000 others are in a 
state of semi-staryation, the 
checkup revealed, 


Observation Rocket 
To Be Fired Tonight 


The first Japanese observation 
rocket will be launched tonicht 
at the rocket center on the Mi- 
chikawa beach in Niigata Pre 
fecture. 


The supersonic two-stage Kap- 
pa-4 rocket is expected to reach 
an altitude of 27 miles for obser- 
vation of cosmic rays, solar 
radiation, air current, wind and 
ionosphere. 


Measuring 115 inches’ in 
length and 5 inches in diameter, 
with an auxiliary rocket of l2o 
inches, the 800-pound rocket 
will be shot up at an average 
speed 3.3 times faster than the 
velocity of sound. 


Meanwhile, a large polyethlene 
balloon for cosmic ray observa- 
tion was succesfully released by 
the Kansai Cosmic Ray Research 
Group from the campus of the 
Mikage branch of Kobe Univer- 
sity early yesterday morning. 

The balloon, 130 feet in 
length and 60 feet in diameter, 
was equipped with various ob- 
servation equipment including a 
camera and a meteorograph.

The 400-strong labor union of 
the Japan Atomic Energy Re- 
search Institute prepared to 
strike Sept. 18 when a ceremony 
will be held to mark the kindl- 
ing of the first atomic reactor 
in Japan.

KOBE (Kyodo)—A Japanese 
youth who served in the ROK 
Army returned here aboard a 
Korean ship vesterday morn- 
ing to rejoin his parents after 
12 years separation. 


The youth, Kazuto Hirohata, 
°6, was born in Tai-ku the third 
son of Juntaro Hirohata, head 
of a construction firm. 


During the chaos immediate- 
ly following the end of the war 
Kazuto lost contact with his 
parents and he started working 
at a Korean-operated rice mill 
when he received word his par- 
ents had died of Ulness.

Strontium 90 Ratio 
Reported on Rice

This was revealed by Prof.

that rice harvested in 1953 was 
free of strontium 90.

3 Known as ‘Admiral Guides’ 
Are Popular Among Tourists 


While most elderly people 
dream of an easy life of retire- 
ment as they turn 60, there are 
three sprightly old gentlemen 
past the age of 65 working busi- 
ly as guides to foreign tourists. 

They are Yoshisuke Abe of 
Kamakura, Shinzo Onishi and 
Arata Oka of Tokyo, all former 
vice admirals of the defunct 
Japanese Navy and now mem- 
bers of the Japan Tourist Bu- 
reau Interpreters Association, 


Known commonly as “Admiral 
guides,” the trio 1s highly pop- 
ular among foreign tourists be- 
cause of their fluency in English 
and French ard their large stock 
of topics. 

The oldest of the three, Abe, 
aged 68, who remembers  be- 
ing received in audience as mid- 
shipman by Emperor Meiji in 
1911, was chief of the Navv’s 
Hydrographic Division at the 
time of the end of the war. The 
onlv experience in engagement 
he has had was when he, as 
commander of a _ destrover, 
escorted a friendly mercan- 
tile fleet through the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. He specialized in 
drawing up marine charts, for 
which purpose he has traveled 
extensively through the world. 
In the course of his voyages 
he mastered English and French. 

In October 1955 he passed 
the test for English guides and 


in the following year qualified 


as a French-speaking guide. 
His vast knowledge of the 
world makes foreign tourists 
feel at home. A French dele- 
gate to the recent PEN conven- 
tion to whom Abe was assign- 
ed said that he discovered the 
old Japanese gentleman = in 
Abe. Abe hates to be treated 
as: an old man and to be in- 
quired into his past. 

Onishi, 65, was captain of the 
Nagato, flagship of the defunct 
Japanese fleet, after which he 
was appointed vice president of 
the Naval Academy. During 
service in the Navy he was 
proficient in German, but brush- 
ed up on his English while he 
was imprisoned in Sugamo. 


Except for his graying hair, 
Oxford-educated Oka looks 20 
years younger than his real age 
of 66. He represented the Japa- 
nese Navy in the disarmament 
talks in London and Geneva, 
and served as naval attache to 
the Japanese Embassy in Lon- 
don, chief of staff of the 4th 
Fleet and commander in chief 
of the Osaka Naval Station. 


His clear pronunciation 
of English was admired by 
many of his customers who 
admitted that they had never 
heard true King’s English be- 
fore. He has a handsome in- 
come from other sources but he 
is engaged in the exhausting 
job “to keep fit.”

The Government is expected 
to study measures to foster and 
develop Japan’s defense indus- 
try at a meeting of the Natienal 
Defense Council soon. 

Prime Minister Kishi told a 
meeting of the Cabinet Commit- 
tee of the House of Representa- 
tives Sept. 2 that the Govepn- 
ment intended to bolster the 
country’s defense inaustry for 
the purpose of achieving an in- 
dependent defense setup. 

The Government has so far de-

A-Radiation Seen 
On Unborn Babies 


KURE (Kvyodo)—Officials of 
a Kure municipal health center 
believe the 1945 atomic bomb- 
ing over Hiroshima produced 
radiation effects even on 
born babies. 

This conclusion was dravn 
from a general blood tes} con- 
ducted recently by the Western 
Regional Health Center on 654 
Kure citizens who lived in 
Hiroshima at the time of the 


bombing. 
The test revealed that of the 
total _ atomic bomb . victiins 


residing in Kure, 13 needed a 
thorough medical checkup and 
113 a continuous watching, The 
latter grovp included three chil- 
dren who had been in their 
mothers’ wombs when the bomb 
exploded. 

The medical examinations 
showed the leucocyte counts of 
the three children had dropped 
to 4,000-5,000 against a norma!

The declaration of the inde- 
pendence of Mexico which is 
celebrated today, was proclaim- 
ed by the parish priest Miguel 
Hidalgo in 1810, and finally ob- 
tained after 11 years of strug- 
gle. The newly obtained lib- 
erty made my country, as well 
as others of Latin America, face 
the problem of substituting the 
Spanish Government for one 
of its own, setting forth the 
fundamental law which would 
rule governors as well as gov- 
erned. 

It is understandable that, 
after Mexico emerged from the 
long period of Spanish rule, the 
first Constitution proclaimed in 
1822, should be a charter closer 
to the spirit and institutions 
of the colonial period rather 
than to the needs and reality 
the new country had to face; 
since, during the three cen- 
turies that the foreign domina- 
tion lasted, the dispositions of 
the Royal Government tended 
to suppress liberal ideas popu- 
lar at that time. A constitu- 
tion of this type couldn’t last 
very long and for the next 34 
years rebellions, riots, upris- 
ings, and literally every expres- 
sion’ of popular dissatisfaction, 
kept the young republic in a 
state of chaos. 


Dictatorship Ended 


The victory of the liberal re- 
volution of Ayutla in 1856, 
marked an end to the corrupt 
dictatership of Gen. Santa Ana; 
a constituting congress was Con- 
voked and in 1857 the Constitu- 
tion which ruled Mexico during 
the next 60 years was pro- 
claimed. 

The legislators who wrote this 
document were men with liberal 
ideas, inspired by the English, 
French and American jurists 
and philosophers of the 17th 
and 18th centuries, who incor- 
porated those principles into the 
Constitution of 1857, along with 
their own advanced thinking. 
One of the outstanding points 
of the Mexican liberal thought 
was the nationalistic exaltation 
and the approach with the new 
ideas, breaking witn the past. 


This new sociological concep- 
tion was applied to the prob- 
leins of the country, in an at- 
tempt to solve them, since it 
was considered that these prob- 
lems were important factors in 
the stagnation in which the 
country had lived during its 35 
years of independent life. 


Critical Issues 


Among other critical issues 
there were: the existence of a 
large Indian population, deeply 
rooted to the soil and with no 
conception of the occidental 
form of civilization and culture, 
as well as a very special geogra- 
phical topography, determined 
by an extensive territory, cros-

The Constitution of 1857, pro- 
claims the great principles of a 
liberal philosophy, that is, the 
liberty and dignity of the in- 
dividual before the state; the 
minimum interference of the 
Government in private affairs; 
the idea of the division and 
equilibrium of the power; the 
fundamental rights of men that 
create and protect their liberty. 


Constitution Revised 

As a result of the revolution 
of 1910, the first of the great 
revolutions of this century car- 
ried out by the masses who 
struggled to improve their 
standard of living, the Constitu- 
tion of 1917 was proclaimed, 
substituting the old one, Even 
though this Constitution main- 
tains the ideas and fundamental 
principles of the Constitution 
of 1857, it represents a great 
social progress, because among 
other attainments, it was the 
first one in the world to give 
constitutional recognition to the 
rights of the laboring classes. 

In recognition of the influence 
that these Constitutions have 
had in ithe structure of the 
country and in its social pro- 
gress, by decision of the Federal 
Congress, Mexico 1s celebrating 
during this year, in a solemn 
way, the 100th anniversary of 
the Constitution of 1857, which 
is considered as having set the 
basis of modern Mexico. 


Mexico's Support 


Nowadays, in the international 
field, the s@me attitude of re- 
spect toward the law has guid- 
ed the actions of Mexico in its 
relations with other countries 
and its performance in th® 
United Nations and in its spe- 
cialized agencies.

Japanese Style Painters 
Display Huge Canvasses

and on the face of it, it seems 
ridiculous to say that a whole 
group of paintings are too big. 
On the other hand, to be suc- 
cessful, a big painting must be 
sustained, and here is where the 
trouble lies in the case of the 
institute. Its members have 
chosen to restrain themselves to 
traditional materials—rock pig- 
ment, gold, and silver—but have 
not necessarily confined them- 
selves to subjects and modes 
to which these materials are 
suited. 


Consequently, there are whole 
roomfuls here of great Western- 
style landscapes that simply cry 
for oils, and one has an impres- 
sion of all-pervading flatness, 
despite the bright colors asso- 
ciated with the traditional style. 
One also has the impression in 
many instances that the artist 
had never really seen what he 
Was painting, but had simply 
read about it in a book. This, 
I should add, is not always a 
drawback, since institute paint- 
ings are often most successful 
when purely decorative, 

I would not cavil, for ex- 
ample, at Seikyo Kawada’s 
“Evening Reflection,” Kazuyoshi 
Higasa’s “Cormorants,” or Chu- 
ichi Imano’s “Trees and Cranes,” 
since they are all bright, 
splashy, decorative pieces that 
would look good in a room 
somewhere (a pretty large room, 
to be sure). On the other hand 
there were dozens of other 
paintings that I can only de- 
scribe as dull, explanatory treat- 
ments of hackneyed subjects. 
In the case of this majority, it 
appeared to me that magnifica- 
tion merely emphasized the 
lack of inspiration. 

One suspects that the defend- 
ers of the half-acre canvas would 
point to the wall and screen 
paintings of the Momoyama 
period for a precedent, but it 
should never be forgotten that 
the better works of that age had 
a good deal more than size. I 
would be all right if the paint- 
ings in this exhibit were held 
together with powerful lines, 
like those of Eitoku or Yushu, 
or if they revealed the sure com- 
positional patterns of Sotatsu, 
but this is not the case. 

More than bigness, it seemed 
to me, this exhibit indicated a 
somewhat timid striving for 
bigness. All in all, my feeling 
is that the best of the Momo- 
yama painters painted big for 
the simple reason that there 
was a demand and a need for

big pictures. Unfortunately, the 
demand in our democratic day 
is not so much for big paint- 
ings, but for big-name painters, 
and one of the ways of becom- 
ing a big-name painter is to be 
noticed at the exhibitions. 

With that thought I wandered 
into the sculpture section of the 
institute exhibit, but I’m afraid 
1 wandered out again before 
very long. I noted in passing 
that a small carving entitled 
“Kitten Giving Birth to Space” 
by Mitsuru Sekiya revealed in- 
teresting, if rather baffling, 
lines, and that Tsuruzo Ishii's 
“Thunder” was a very lively 
treatment of a very traditional 
subject.

There was once a day and age 
when Japanese who painted in 
the socalled “Western style,” 
that is to say, in oils, were uni- 
versally dismissed as imitative. 
Now, however, I think you will 
likely agree, upon comparing 
this exhibit with that of the 
institute, that there are far 
more signs of originality among 
the oil painters than among the 
traditionalists. 

To be sure, one notes here 
the influence of the abstract ex- 
pressionists, and there is a good- 
ly smattering of rather slick 
surrealism. Still, I fek at the 
Nika exhibit that a number of 
talented artists were making an 
intelligem try at something 
new. 

I was particularly impressed 
by Yoshio Tsuruoka’s two hand- 
some entries, “Night Scene at 
Doton-bori” and “Buildings,” 
both done in brilliant color 
(more or less straight from the 
tube) on dark backgrounds. 
Among the more abstract works, 
I might mention two well-com- 
posed “Compositions,” one by 
Koji Koga and the other by 
Shigetaro Yamauchi, and “Rest- 
less Thing (B)” by Kaoru 
Yoshimura. 

You will find these paintings 
in the main gallery, which, 
thanks to the above-mentioned 
repairs, has been paneled off 
into a number of small sections. 
As for the second gallery, which 
is in the rear of the museum, 
I wouldn’t advise you to go in 
if you frighten easily, for here 
the society has piled one on 
top of another all the entries 
that it evidently did not con- 
sider fit for the main hall. A 
jewel may be nestled herein, 
but you will never, never 
discover it. 

Like the Nika Society, I find 
myself running out of space, 
and I shall therefore leave. the 
Kodo Society for next time.

Sewing Machine Dealers 
In U.S. Face Problems 


By SHELDON WESSON 


the competitive pressure for 
“new” features and = selling 
ideas, and will boost the total 
dollar income from sewing ma- 
chine sales. 

On the other hand, the tighter 
profit situation in the States is 
bound to be reflected in pressure 
on the market here. 


Distribution Pattern 

The whole pattern of sewing 
machine distribution in the 
States has changed in the past 
10 years. Imports of over a 
million machines in 1956 (com- 
pared with only 2,520 in 1946) 
is one facet of the problem. Up 
to a couple of vears ago, 
straight-stitch machines domi- 
nated the field; and one major 
manufacturer had the  lion’s 
Share of the sales year after 
year. 

Now Singer is offering import- 
ed machines increasingly tough 
competition—as a domestic 
manufacturer and as an impor- 
ter themselves. The entry of 
Sears Roebuck into the field 
with a substantial number of 
machines, widely promoted at 
highly competitive prices, is an- 
other aspect of the situation. If 
other retail organizations join 
the trend, margins will suffer. 

On the purely merchandising 
Side there is the “new” problem 
of rapid model obsolescence, 
after decades of “stability.” 
There is also the attempt to 
make sewing machines an over- 
counter selling item like other 
electric housewares, intead of 
the highly complicated and spe- 
cialized selling job that is usu- 
ally involved. In a sense, fami- 
lies buy sewing machines like 
they buy cars, and not like they 
buy toasters. 

Nervous Tension 

The innately competitive and 
unstable situation in Japan— 
despite elaborate production and 
price controls—still keeps the 
American importer - distributor 
in a constant state of nervous 
tension, despite rising sales. 

While welcoming European 
and Japanese technical improve- 
ments, as the start of a new era 
in sewing machine merchandis- 
ing, some American distributors 
believe that the new ideas (such 
as zigzag stitching and other 
automatic features) may have 
come too rapidly. 

It is obvious that competitive 
selling pressure and improved 
designs, however, desirable, 
also have unfortunate _ side 
effects. For instance, Japanese 
zigzags were hardly on the mar- 
ket in the States before semi- 
automatic and automatic models 
made an appearance. The re- 
sult has been some instability 
in pricing and heistancy in dis- 
tribution. 

All of these factors indicate 
just one conclusion—that the 
healthy export figures are being 
achieved at the expense of a lot 
of sweat on the part of Amer- 
ican distributors and that dis- 
tribution problems still exist.

SEATTLE (AP)—The four 
United States representatives 
on the _ international North 
Pacific Fisheries Commission 


| Friday asked for a full investi- 


gation of the effects of Japa- 
nese fishing on American sal- 
mon stocks. 


The four commissioners made 


wi the request after studying re- 


sults of a survey of North Paci- 
fic salmon fisheries. Japan and 
Canada also are members of the 
international commission and 
will meet later this year with 
the members from the United 
States. 

The U.S. commissioners said 
the situation was acute, parti- 
cularly in view of Japan's 
record catch of salmon while 
the catch in Alaskan waters was 
down by 50,000 cases from last 
year. 

Most of the Japanese catch 
of 100,000 metric tons of salmon 
was taken off the Aleutian Is- 
lands, west of the 175th meri- 
dian which passes through the 
island of Atka. 

The commissioners gaid net 
marks on red salmon entering 
Alaska’s Bristol Bay in 1957 in- 
dicated the fish had encountered 
Japanese gillnets of a smaller 
mesh size than those used by 
American fishermen. 

They said recent studies have 
revealed distinguishing charac- 
teristics of Asian-bred and 
American-bred salmon through 
differences in body measure- 
ments, blood types and scale 
structures, 

The markings were seen as an 
aid in learning how much of 
Japan’s landings are of fish that 
might later have returned to 
American waters. 

The U.S. members who issued 
the report are Milton E. Brood- 
ing, chairman, of San Francisco; 
Ross L. Leffler, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Interior, from Wash- 
ington, D.C.; Edward W. Allen 
of Seattle; and John H. Clawson, 
Anchorage, Alaska. 


Import Suspended 
Of Copper Scrap 


The import of copper scrap 
under the automatic approval 
system will be suspended from 
Monday as a means of improv- 
ing the slump in the electrolytic 
copper market, the Ministry of 
International Trade and Indus- 
try said Saturday, 

The Ministry also advised six 
leading copper manufacturing 
companies to curtail’ their 
monthly production by 16 per 
cent from Oct. 1, 

MITI took the action to buoy 
up the slumping copper market, 
which has been caused by in- 
creased copper scrap imports, a 
decline in the domestic demand 
and a rising inventory. 

With the unsold stockpile of 
electrolytic copper estimated to 
reach some 14,000 tons at the 
end of the month, electrolytic 
copper makers have reduced the 
market price of their product to 
¥280,000 per ton from ¥290,000 
and asked MITI for measures to 
prop up the _ deteriorating 
market.

Parliamentary Transportation 
Vice Minister Toshio Kimura 
last Friday hailed the Socialist 
Tarty proposal for construction 
of 3,000,000 tons uf ocean- 
going merchant ships by the end 
of fiscal 1962 at the rate of 600,- 
000 tons per year as “very 
good.” The ministry’s tentative 
plan provides for 500,000 gross 
tons of ships—350,000 tons with 
the aid of lower-interest Na- 
tional Treasury loans and 150,- 
000 tons without Government 
aid—to be built a year. In a 
press conference, Kimura said: 
“We hope that the Socialist Par- 
ty will cooperate in our shipping 
policy “in the same mood” at 
the Diet, too.” (The other out- 
standing point of the shipping 
policy announced by the Social- 
ist Party last Thursday is that a 
maritime finance bank should 
be created entirely with Govern- 
ment investments to help the 
shipping companies get funds 
for shipbuilding). 

° « . 

Kimura expressed himself in 
favor of construction of at least 
20,000 gross tons of medium 
cargo tramps under the Gov- 
ernment-aided program for the 
next fiscal year. The vice min- 
ister, formerly a Transporta- 
tion Ministry official, took a 
rather pessimistic view of the 
ministry’s plan to build a 
luxury trans-Pacific passenger 
liner, pointing out that the plan 
has drawn strong opposition 
from the Finance Ministry and 
the Diet. He said, however, 
that the ministry would give an 
operating differential subsidy to 
the uperator of the emigration 
ship Argentina Maru, being 
built under the program for the 
current fiscal year. About the 
“scrap and build” formula pro- 
posed by the Japan Shipowners 
Assdciation for construction of 
ships to replace obsolescent 
short-sea trade ships, coasters, 
and wartime standard ships, 
Kimura said he favored supply 
of subsidies to the shipowners 
who build ships of a stand- 
ard type for replacement 
purposes. The vice minister 
said Maritime Transportation 
Bureau Director Kazuo Awa- 
sawa was working, as a media- 
tor, to settle the issue between 
Mitsui Line, on one hand, and 
OSK and Kawasaki Kisen, on 
the other, over Mitsui’s plans 
for a Japan-West Africa liner 
service. He expressed the hope 
that the issue would be brought 
to an end by November at the 
latest.

An advisory organ of the 
Transportation Ministry last 
week agreed to recommend con- 
struction of 350,000 gross tons 
of ocean-going merchant ships 
under the Government-aided 
program for the next fiscal year.

Executives from 12 major 
Japanese ship operating com- 
panies last week agreed to 
avoid “excessive” competition 
in concluding long-term  con- 


tracts for haulage of trainyp 
cargoes to prevent any further 
tumbling of freight rates. This 


agreement was reached when 
those representatives discussed 
measures to combat the prevail- 
ing shipping depression. The 
development is worthy of note 
as negotiations are expected to 
get under way soon with local 
shippers over the carriage of 
salt from the Chinese mainland 
to Japan, iron ore from Larap 
and Samar in the Philippines 
to Japan. The 12 operating 
firms represented are NYK, 
OSK, “Mitsui Line, Kawasaki 
Kisen, Yamashita Kisen, Shin 
Nihon Steamship, Nittetsu 
Steamship, Daido Kaiun, Nitto 
Shosen, Nissan Kisen, Mitsu- 
bishi Shipping and Toho Kaiun. 


The nine Japanese companies 
operating Japan-North Amer- 
ica cargoliner services last week 
proposed revision of the terms 
of the Philippine sugar trans- 
port contract to the American 
Steamship Agency. Features of 
the amendment proposal are: (1) 
The required loading minimum 
of sugar shall be 800 metric tons 
per day instead of the present 
500 tons; (2) The required un- 
loading minimum of _ sugar 
shall be 1,200 tons per day in- 
stead of the present 1,100 tons; 
(3) The port of discharge is 
mentioned merely as USNH 
(United States ports north of 
Cape Hatteras) and to deter- 
mine the exact port of unload- 
ing is left to the shipper’s op- 
tion. This practice should be so 
revised that the exact port of 
discharge will be determined be- 
fore the passage of the ship 
through the Panama Canal.

Gilt- 
edges such as Asahi Glass, Aji- 
nomoto, Toyo Rayon, Nippon 
Gaishi and Mitsukoshi have 
posted gains of 20 to 40 yen 
during this period.

U.S. Trade Outlook 
With Far East Good 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Pros- 
pects for continued high level 
U.S. trade with the Far East, 
particularly Japan and _ (the 
Philippines, were good, but the 
boom was expected to slow 
down, the Department of Com- 
merce said Saturday. 

A two-page survey of USS. 
trade relations with Far East- 
ern countries, published in the 
Government publication § For- 
eign Commerce Weekly, predict- 
ed that 1957 trade with that area 
would considerably surpass the 
1956 peak level. 


Though prospects for the sec- 
ond half of the year were good, 
several Far Eastern countries 
including Japan, the Philip- 
pines, India and Indonesia, had 
severe exchange difficulties and 
imposed import curtailments, 
effect of which would be felt 
later, the survey said. 


It suggested that to counter- 
balance the unfavorable effect 
of these import curtailments 
American businessmen should 
make on-the-spot market studies. 


Japan was the United States’ 
leading trading partner in the 
Far East and the second great- 
est customer of U.S. goods after 
Canada. Japan, for instance, 
headed the list of U.S. cotton 
importers with 1,588,000 bales 
in 1956. West Germany, sec- 
ond on the list, imported 1, 
061,000 bales in the same year. 


But while U.S. shipments to 
Japan almost doubled during 
the first half of 1957 compared 
with the corresponding period of 
1956, imports in the same time 
increased only by 3 per cent.

WHY, HARDLY A DAY & 
ENT BY WITHOUT SOME 
TERRIBLE ARGUMENT) 
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Visitor From Taipei 
The arrival in Tokyo today of Nationalist Chinese Ex- 
Premier Chang Chun on a two-week goodwill visit should 
do much to cement relations between Nationalist China 


and Japan. 


Although Nationalist China is at present confined to 
the large island of Taiwan and a few smaller. islands, the 
whole of a total area of barely 14,000 square miles, it oc- 
cupies an important place in the affairs of the Far East and 


its Government, under the 


presidency of Generalissimo 


Chiang Kai-shek, is regarded by many millions of Chinese, 
‘outside the present limits, as the legitimate Government of 
all China and the proper heir of the revolutionary move- 
ment which began with Dr. Sun Yat-sen and his three 


people’s principles. 


With this Government, Japan is in diplomatic relations 
and contacts have been consistently friendly since the 
treaty of peace between the Republic of China and Japan 
was formally signed in Taipei on April 28, 1952, and ratifi- 
ed by the Japanese Diet in the following July. In October 
of that year, Dr. Hollington K. Tong presented his creden- 
tials as ambassador to the Emperor, and was a popular 
member of the diplomatic corps in Tokyo until he was suc- 
ceeded by the present ambassador, Mr. Shen Chin-ting, in 


May 1956. 


Mr. Chang Chun, who is now about to visit us, has had 
a most distinguished career and is regarded as the fore- 
most Chinese expert on Japanese affairs. 

No one could be in a better position to explain to the 
Japanese authorities the present situation of his country, 
to answer questions on Nationalist policy and inform his 
hosts as to how Taipei looks at the potentialities for the 


future of the Far East. 


This will be his third official visit to Japan. As repre- 
sentative of the Allied nations he came to Japan in 1948 to 
study the occupation policy; he came a second time in 1952 
shortly after the signing of the already mentioned treaty in 
Taipei, his mission being to establish the closest possible 


relations between the two countries. 


During that visit he 


was received by the Emperor who will receive him again 
this time and give a state lunch in his honor. . 

It is only natural that Mr. Chang Chun should repre- 
sent to the Japanese Government Taipei’s misgivings on the 
subject of any close commercial relations between this 
country and Red China, and no doubt it will be fully ex- 
plained to him that although Japan hopes to do as much 
trade as possible with the Chinese mainland, this does not 
mean that it in any way supports the Communist regime 


and its disastrous doings. 


In view of the difficult problems that beset the Far 
East, and for his own sake as a distinguished Chinese 
statesman, Mr. Chang Chun’s visit, and the possibility of 
discussing with him potential developments in this part of 
the world, will be extremely welcome. 


Old People’s Week 


This is Old People’s Week. 


It is the seventh annual 


observance, and with each successive year Od People’s 
Week has taken on added significance. 

To be specific, each successive year has seen a steady 
increase in the old age group, and the trend is accelerating. 
As of January 1 this year, there were 7,613,000 men and 
women over 60 years old in Japan—8.4 per cent of the 


whole population. 


In prewar years the percentage was 7.4. By 1960 it is 
expected to reach 8.8 and after that it will really begin to 


climb fast. 


In 1990 it should be 15.4 and in the year 2015— 
barring nuclear annihilation, 


of course—26.6 per cent or 


well over one-fourth of the population will be in this retire- 


ment age category. 


Maybe that’s looking too far ahead. The fact is we have 
enough of a problem to look at now, for there has been 
little or no preparation for the changing ratio of age groups. 

Economic security is the first thing people usually 


think of when considering old age. 


In Japan, this has 


traditionally been taken care of in the family, where the 


old folks have enjoyed No. 1 priority in all matters. 


But 


the family system has crumbled and today we are not par- 
ticularly surprised when we hear of some destitute old per- 


son, forgotten or rejected. 


There is no way of restoring the old system, which 


for other reasons we are happy to see go. 


But we must 


adjust to the new reality, and under that it becomes the 
duty of society to take care of the aged. Thus, the Welfare 
Ministry proposal to establish a national annuity system 


for the aged is welcome. 


Yet that covers but the simplest of the problems—and 


in fact creates new ones. 


It would be an infinite shame if 


in this period of social convolutions we were to develop 
the hardened attitude that the aged are a burden and what 


we accord them is charity. 


What is called for today is a totally new concept of the 
role of the aged—or for that matter of what constitutes 


age. 


Sixty is indeed an arbitrary figure, especially when 


science and better living conditions are constantly lengthen- 


ing the life span above that. 


Why must a man be forced 


to retire when he is still fit and wants to work? 
Individuals may begin to feel the dinrunition of their 


productive strength at almost any age. 


But unless they 


are seriously ill they are always good for something. Let

2. Did Girard know how a 
grenade launcher would behave 
when loaded with a _ spent 
cartridge? In two _ separate 
riflery exercises Girard had 
qualified .as marksman and 
sharpshooter, meaning that he 
could take fair te good aim.

It is 
clear that in the game of lure 
and chase the intention was to 
miss the target. The possibility 
that Girard was criminally 
careless rather than deliberate- 
ly murderous does not restore 
Mrs, Sakai’s life but may tem- 
per the severity of the court, 

Another element that :nay 
affect the judges, little under- 
stood by Americans, is Girard’s 
bearing. In Japanese justice, 
as in Japanese personal rela- 
tionships, the notions’ of 
repentance and apology have 
great importance. Where the 
accused is guilty, a Japanese 
trial is a kind of public pen- 
ance, 

Absolution is as important 
as retribution, as the goal of a 
Japanese trial, and absolution 
comes through a realization of 
guilt and apology for it, but to 
effect absolution there must be 
present that most elusive and 
immeasurable of all qualities— 
sincerity. 


‘Heroic’ Attitude 


The Japanese have been 
puzzled and angered’ by 
Girard’s seeming to act like a 
“hero,” and at the first trial 
his bearing was said to be ar- 
rogant,

to say “Sir,” and he sprawled, 
squirmed, and crossed his legs 
on the uncomfortable bench ‘ie 
was given.

Asahi’ Shimbun took up 
Kishi Cabinet’s education poli- 
cy. As advocated by the Cabi- 
net, it is important for the na- 
tion to develop science and tech- 
nology. However, such develop- 
ment will not result from a 
mere expansion of facilities in 
universities and colleges for 
machinery, electricity and ap- 
plied chemistry, the paper said. 
Furthermore, the students stu- 
dying machinery, electricity 
and applied chemistry should 
be educated in secondary and 
primary schools with adequate 
facilities, the paper said. Basi- 
cally, it would be far more vital 
for the Government to consider 
in earnest the means to put in- 
to practice “equal opportunity of 
education” in primary and sec- 
ondary schools. throughout the 
country, the paper concluded. 


Mainichi Shimbun said the 
National Railways Workers 
Union leadership showed wis- 
dom in its approval of its right- 
ist faction’s assertion that the 
union will be disintegrated if 
the union plunges into the au- 
tumnal labor offensive without 
taking any step to strengthen 
its organizational structure, In 
the paper’s view, the union fail- 


ed to take into consideration the 
public’s criticism of illegal dis- 
pute tactics adopted in the last 
spring labor offensive. There- 
fore, the Government was able 
to capitalize on the general pub- 
lic’s criticism of the union. As 
urged by the rightist faction, 
the union should call a special 
convention to seek the views of 
the entire union members on 
the coming offensive, the paper 
advised. 


Yomiuri Shimbun took up 
two trade negotiations, one now 
under way here with the Soviet 
Union and the other to be start- 
ed soon in Peiping for conclu- 
sion of the fourth Japan-Com- 
munist China private trade 
agreement. Trade with both the 
Soviet Union and Communist 
China is apt to be considered 
in Japan merely from the 
standpoint of developing the na- 
tion’s exports. In trade rela- 
tions with the two Communist 
nations, the problem rises as to 
imports, the paper said. Many 
difficulties will be encountered 
in importing from the two coun- 
tries where trade is state-man- 
aged, the paper said. It will be 
safe for Japan to conclude a 
30 million-dollar one-way trade 
pact with the Soviet Union and 
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to postpone conclusion of a 
treaty of commerce and naviga- 
tion. As to trade with Peiping, 
the paper said Japan should try 
to solve the trade mission issue, 
the fingerprint issue and ac- 
count settlement. In both cases, 
long-range programs should be 
discussed in the future. 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) commented on the new 
labor policy adopted at the 
Sept. 11 session of the Central 
Executive Committee of the 
Socialist Party. It is pertinent 
that the party advocated the 
strict observance of the Labor 
Standards Law and the 4olu- 
tion of the problem of USS.

Under a long-standing Japa- 
nese tradition it is proper for 
an offender to call on one whom 
he has aggrieved and apologize 
and make a condolence gift of 
money. <A claim for damages 
having been entered on the be- 
half of Mrs. Sakai’s widower, 
the United States Government, 
advised by the Special Procure- 
ment Agency of the Japanese 
Government, decided to pay 
Akikichi Sakai ¥629,396, ($1,- 
748.32.) It was proposed that 
Girard should go along at the 
same time and say he was 
sorry. 


Tactless Attempt 


This proposal coupling the 
pay-off and the apology was 
most unfortunate, and by the 
time an American representa- 
tive called on Sakai, without 
Girard, the widower refused 
the money altogether, not, one 
can imagine, without swallow- 
ing hard, because in Somaga- 
hara village that sum is a 
fortune. Sakai later said to 
this writer with obvious resent- 
ment, “You cannot replace a 
human life with money,” 

Sakai’s resentment is com- 
plicated by the fact that he is 
already the object of village 
envy because of monetary con- 
dolence gifts he has received 
from American individuals. 

Thus, ironically, an attempt 
to follow a time-honored Japa- 


nese tradition has, through 
tactlessness, been turned 
around into aé_e materialistic: 


American attempt to buy off 
justice.

untouchables who for centuries 
were not registered in any 
Japanese census as human be- 
ings, and who were restricted 
to repugnant trades such as 
gravedigging, beheading, 
slaughtering animals, and tan- 
ning hides.

Such a sentence, it goes with-

It would also satisfy Japanese 
to know that the American 
who had done this terrible 
thing had been found guilty in 
a Japanese court of justice.

The wood turners made 
wooden bowls, trays and other 
household wares for genera- 
tions. Some 150 years ago they 
began to produce crude dolls of 
mizuki or other white wood for 
the amusement of children, 
probably their own. 

The master turners with skill 
and an artistic sense put their 
own ideas into their kokeshi, 
and thus each district and each 
artist came to produce its or his 
own characteristic type of dolls. 

Kokeshi made by such mas- 
ters of the past years are trea- 
sured by modern collectors, and 
in many old families of the 
region, kokeshi of more than 100 
years old are still kept. Today, 
of course, cheaper ones are turn- 
ed out by factories to meet the 
increased demand. 

The kokeshi has a round 
head and a cylindrical body, but 
without hands or legs. The 
eyes, eyebrows, nose and mouth 
are painted on and the body is 
decorated mostly with floral or 
other bright designs. At first 
the colors used were only black 
and red, but recently various 
other colors have come to be 
used. 

Small kokeshi are usually 
made from one piece of wood, 
but in the larger ones the head 
and the body are made separate- 
ly and joined together. Some 
heads are sO made to turn 
around, often with a screeching 
noise, The shape of the head 
differs according to districts and 
makers, some perfectly round, 
some eggshaped and others 
pointed. The body is generally 
cylindrical, but in some it is 
made narrower or broader in 
the middle, 


The most important part of 
the kokeshi is the face, and the 
value of the doll is mostly de- 
cided by the way the face is 
painted. Also it is the face that 
clearly marks the locality it is 
made and often the maker, Ac- 
cording to districts and mak- 
ers, the shape of the eyes, nose 
and mouth are different. Old 
traditions are kept up in the 
face, 

Thus there are many types of 
kokeshi, some elaborate and 
some very crude. Among the 
well-known types, there are the 
Tsuchiyu of Fukushima, Yajiro 
of Miyagi, Tokatta of Miyagi and 
Yamagata, Shinchia of Miyagi, 
Zao-takayu of Yamagata, Saku- 
nami of Sendai, Naruko of Mi- 
yagi, Nambu of Iwate and 
others.

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A Jghans ’ New Army Look

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP)— 
Afghanistan’s army is getting a 
new look—a Russian look. 

- Russian MIGs swish over 
northern Afghanistan piloted by 
Afghans. 

Russian artillery booms at 
training schools where Russians 
are teaching Afghans to use it. 

Russian tanks driven by 
Afghans rumble over the coun- 
tryside around Heart, a major 
Afghan city near the Iranian 
border in western Afghanistan. 


Russia also is giving small 
arms and ammunition to Afgha- 
nistan’s small army which had 
been using outdated equipment, 
informed sources said. 

The story began in 1951, 
when Prince Mohammec. Naim, 
now Deputy Premier and For- 
eign Minister, visited Washing- 
ton and asked for arms. Wash- 
ington’s answer was “no,” both 
U.S. and Afghan officials here 
say. 

Afghanistan’s army continued 
using its old equipment, much 
of it made before World War II. 

The change began ‘*n Novem- 
ber of 1955. The Government 
called a “Loe Jirga,” a big meet- 
ing of tribal chiefs who are as- 
sembled to get support on im- 
portant questions. 

Prime Minister Mohammed 
Daud asked for support in 
strengthening the armed forces. 
i4ne chiefs agreed. 

Unable to obtain arms else- 
where on favorable’ terms, 
Afghanistan turned to the So 
viet Union aud the Communist 
bloc, Prince Naim said Aug. 31. 

Soviet Premier Bulganin and 
Soviet Party chief Khrushchev 
made a goodwill visit in Decem- 
ber 1955, and offered Afghanis- 
tan 100 million dollars in aid. 

The Soviet VIPs left without 
anything being said about mili- 
tary aid. 

The arms announcement 
came seven months later, in 


August 1956, during Afghanis- 
tan’s independence festival. 

Prime Minister Daud kept 
silent about details. Only on 
Aug. 31 of this year did Foreign 
Minister Naim tell American 
newsmen that the arms deal 
totals 25 million dollars. 


Afghanistan ~ ill pay for the 
arms with raw materials on a 
barter basis, Prince Naim said. 
The loan will be repaid over a 
long period at a low interest 
rate. He would not elaborate. 

Afghanistan’s army of about 
40,000 was mostly infantry and 
cavalry before Russian instruc- 
tors began artillery instruction. 
There also is a constabulary of 
about 20,000. 

Afghanistan has no separate 
air force. The air wing of 
the army has about 50 pilots, 
observers estimate. The bulk 
of these are over 35, and most 
were trained before World War 
II, mainly in Italy and France. 

Some Afghan pilots now 
train in MIG15s, instructed by 
Russians, at Mazar-I-Sharif, a 
city north of the towering 
Hindu Kush mountains which 
virtually separate the northern 
one-third of Afghanistan from 
the rest, 


The base is within a few min- 
utes jet flying time of the Oxus 
River which forms the Afghan- 
Russian border for many miles. 

The Russian arms deal 
brought in several types of art- 
illery, and Russian instructors. 
Observers estimate Russia sent 
in about 30 tanks. 


Prince Naim said the only 
purpose of buying arms was for 
defense. “We couldn’t possibly 
imagine any other reasons.” 


American observers agree that 
Afghanistan’s army is not an of- 
fensive force, and doubt that the 
Russian arms deal will change 
this,
